Railway Commission- Sabbath

Mr. McMillan asked whether it was 
the intenticn of the Government to 
appoint a railway commission. 

Mr, Blair replied : The Government 
has had it in contemplation to take up 
the subject of a railway commission 
and deal with it at an early day. It is 
not found practicable, owing to the 
condition of public business and for 
other rearons, to submit a measure 
with that object in view during the 
present session, but Iam in hopes we 
will be able to do it at the next session. 

Mr. Jameson moved: . “ That the 
public interest demands that the rail 
way companies of Canada chould at the 
earliest possible moment be brought 
under the control of a board of railway 
commissioners, clothed with full power 
to enforce the provisions of the Railway 
Act, and to prescribe and enforce the 
observance of such regulations as may 
he necessary in the public interest.” 
He emphasized the importance of the 
railway question and its solution to the 
people of Western Canada, and pointed

Some of it was bought at 
25 cents on the dollar, so that the 
stockholders were getting 16 per cent. 
on their money. Mr. Jameson con- 
tended that the Railway Committee of 
the Privy Council was unable to per 
form the duties that should devolve 
upon a railway commission. 

Mr. Davis, of Saskatchewan, agreed 
with Mr. Jameson in the statement 
that the exorbitant railway rates of 
the west were a great drawback to 
immigration, and hoped the Govern 
ment would take immediate steps to 
secure the appointment of a railway 
commi:sion. 

Dr. Rutherford said the country wae 
in the hands of a gigantic railway 
monopoly, which would control rather 
than be controlled, by the country, and 
called upon the Government to avail 
themselves of the power contained in 
the Railway Act to deal with this 
question and relieve the farmers of the 
west of the disabilities under which 
they suffer.

ried. | 

He next took thirty-eight men, each! 
of whom was in his seventieth year, | 
and he found that twenty-seven were | 
married and eleven unmarried.  Fin- 
ally, he took twelve men, each aged 
ninety years, and found that nine were 
married and three unmarried. It may 
be claimed that no sure conclusion can 
be drawn from statistics of this na- 
ture, for the reason that the institu- 
tion of marriage is spread all over the

MARTIAL MATRIMONY. 


Carieus Regulations Governing Army War 
ringes tin Europe. 

The restrictive ccnditions at pres- 
ent in force with reyard to the mar- 
riage of officers, in the Russian army 
forbid this privilege under any circum- 
stances {n the case of officers under 
the age of twenty-three; !etween the 
ages of twenty-three and twenty-eight 
years the dot of an officer’s wife must 
amount to a sum _ representing 
the minimum income of 250 rubles year- 
ly. On comparisom of these conditions 
with those regulating the same ques- 
tion. in other European armies, it 
may be noted that in the Austro 
Hungarian army the numier of offi- 
cers authorized to contract mar- 
riages is limited by a fixed proportion 
assigned to each grade, and, these to 
tals being reached, all further mar- 
riages must be deferred, pending the 
occurrence of vacancies in tle married 
estallishments. The Italian army re- 
culations, which fix the income of the 
fiancee at a minimum of from 1,29) to 
2,000 lire, would appear to be more 
rational in their operation, Italian of- 
fi ‘ers, however, applya somewhat li'+ 
eral interpretation to this law, with 
the result that the number of mar 
riages occurring under actual! provi- 
sions do not exceed more than an 
eighth of the total numier, seven 
eighths of the officers teing united 
under the conditions of the religious 
ceremony only, and thus exposing 
themselves to all the inconveniences 
which attend a marriage not recog- 
nized by civil law. Similar disabili- 
ties would now appear to te incurred 
by Russian officers, and  suyyestions 
have been made by the press of Russia 
that a general. revision of the law is 
becoming necessary. The question is

NURSES FOR THE KLONDYKE 
Lady Aberdeen’s practieal inter- 
est in the Victorian Order of 
Nurses is well-known, and an evi- 
dence of the advantage to the coun- 
try from the founding of this insti- 
tution is to be found in a letter 
from Her Excellency with respect 
to the sending of four nurses to the 
Klondyke, where their services are 
greatly needed. Her Excellency 
thus states the case: 


iT 


“The work of the Victorian Order is but 
iv its infancy and it needs all its resources 
atthe preseut tume for the work of its 
training homes now being started at Ottawa, 
Moutreal, Toronto, Halifax and elsewhere. 
Hut the provisional committee felt that it 
could net retnain deaf toa call such as this 
for heip, and decided that the order must 
prove at once 1ts national character and its 
worthiness to the name it bears by sending 
a contingent of Victorian nurses to the Yue 
kon to werk under the direction of the 
medical men there. Four fully trained 
etlicient Canadian nurses of experience will 
therefore be ready to start for their arduous 
post by the end of March or sooner if we 
receive sufficient special contributions to 
equip them. The Government are affording 
us all possible faciliti s and assistance, and 
the nurses will be under the special protec 
tion of the North-West Mounted Police. 
Hut at is estimated that the outfit, the year’s 
provisions and the medical appliances for 
each nurse will not come to less than a 
thousand dollars for each. And then we 
must guarantee their salaries, although we 
fully believe that the patients will be willing 
to give ample remuneration for the nurses’ 
services and that once on the spot the Vic 
torian Order will not lack meaus for prose- 
cnting and developing its work. These de 
voted women fear not to face the perils and 
privations which their mission must neces 
sarily impose on them. On the contrary, 
they rejoice at such an opportunity being 
afforded so s»0n tu the Victorian Order to 
show what nurses may do for suffering 
humanity under the mosv adverse circum 
stances. Aud as they are prepared to go 
forth in this spirit we fear not to send them, 
and we are coufident that we shall) not 
appeal in vain to the ir countrymen and 
countrywomen to supply Victorian 
Order with adequate meaus to equip them 
fully.

After the foot has obtained a suffi- 
cient degree of atrophy, and at the 
cost of considerable pain, the young 
Chinese woman has not yet finished 
suffering. She has to keep her feet 


iconntantly bandaged in order to be 


able to walk, and even then a long 
walk is impossible. The atrophy of 
the foot brings about an atrophy of 
the leg, which is reduced to the state 
of a skeleton, the muscles disappear- 
ing and hardly anything remaining 
but the skin and bone. 

This atrophy of the leg contributes in 
& great measure toward increasing the 
trouble of walking and balancing. The 
Chinese woman can walk only with a 
shoe made to fit the form of her foot. 
This is provided with a flat heel which 
alone serves a3 a point of support for 
the entire body. The point of the foot 
does not touch the ground, and the 
women walksomewhat like club-foot- 
ed persons. They are not very steady 
upon their feet, tnd when they be- 
come aged have to use acane. They 
walk with their arms slightly extended 
and performing the office of a balance 
pole; and with the pelvis thrown back 
anil the breast slightly forward, they 
seem to be endeavoring to preserve 
their center of gravity. When their 
heals are close together, the slightest 
push may upset them. A foot is so 
much the more appreciated in pro- 
portion as it is smaller. Among the 
rich Chinese ladies it does not exceed 
51-4 inches, and the woman is proud- 
er of her foot than of her face. 

The Chinese woman is very modest 
when it is a question of her feet. -I 
have several times attended mandarins’ 
wives who were afflicted with foot 
troubles, and who consented only with 
great hesitation, and in blushing, to 
allow themselves to be examined; and 
eventhen they soarranged themselves 
as to expose only the ailing part. 

All Chinese women do not have de- 
formed feet. This mutilation is more 
fraj;nent in the south than in the 
north, and In cities than in the rural 
districts. The Mancheo women are not 
authorized to bandage their feet; and 
on this subject there are very formal 
imperial orders. 

Some of the missionary societies, and 
especially some of the female mission- 
aries, have for some time past been 
waging @ war against this socalled 
barbarous custom. They even ad- 
dressed Tsoung li-James, beseeching 
that minister to transmit their re- 
quest to the Emperor; but he answered 
them that the Son of Heaven gave his 
subjects the right to do as they pleased. 

The Chinese regard a deformed foot 
as athing of beauty. What would 
Queen Victoria say were she to receive 
a petition signed by numerous Celes- 
tials asking her to forbid the English 
damsels to wear corsets?

SANFORD'S COSTLY MAUSOLEUM 


fo Erect a Tomb on the Shore ef Leke On 
farte, Which Will Cast $100,000. 


Senator W. E. Sanford, multi-million- 
naire and life member of the Canadian 
Parliament, has just closed a contract 
in New York for the costiicet and most 
imposing mausoleum ever erected in 
Canada. says the New York Herald. The 
structure, which will weigh three hun- 
drad tons when completed, will be made 
entirely of Americ.n granite from Ver- 
mont quarries. Smator Sanford last 
summer inspected many mansoleums 
and consulted emeany designs before 
finally awarding the contract to Char- 
les E. Tayntor & Co., an American firm. 

Nearly all structures of the kind in 
Canaia are made of Scotch granite, but 
Senator Sanford decidedly preferred the 
Amer'can product when he saw its fit- 
ness for the artistic ard massive mauso- 
leum he had in mind. ‘fhe proposed 
tomb will have for its site the crest of 
a beautiful and commanding knoll on 
the hanks of Lake Ontario, at Hamilton, 
where Senator Sanford’s estates are sit- 
uated, 

The design calls for an ideal Grecian 
temple, thirty feet long and eighteen 
feet wide. In the front and rear eight 
polished columns, with richly carved 
caps and bases will support the beavy 
roof. On each side there will be eight 
square columns, resting on carved siyl- 
obates. 

Lhe gables will be richly carved also, 
and three steps out fron so.id blocks. 
weighing several tons each, will leat 
up to either end of the structure. ‘he 
entire roof will be canrposed of only 
three massive pieces of graniie, and 
the matso:cum itself will be almost as 
if hewn irom a solid rock, so few blocks 
will be uged in its construction. 

Surinounting the front of the maus- 

oleum a statue of Hops, eight feet eight 
thes high, will rise W a distance of 
fifty feet from the ground. ‘this fig- 
ure, which is to be an artistic picca of 
scuipture chiselied from the solid rock 
will represent a young ‘woulan with 
rght hand uplifted anu the left resting 
on an anchor. 
_ The vaterior, which is to be finished 
in the finest Amerioin marbles and mo- 
saics, will be protected by massive 
bronze doors, and will contain a large 
stained glass window, ‘o :cake the ten 
catacombs absolutely burglar proof the 
mausoleum will be lined with steel. This 
will make the tomb as impregnable as 
the vaults of the Sui-Triasury in Wall 
sl reet.

Of these 198 came back, 
and some of these received wounds 
from which they died shortly after- 
ward. I myself received two cuts in 
the hand and another just above the 
end of my sock.
